Two Indian battles took place in 


Seminole county Saturday night and 
Sunday resulting in the death of two 
Indians and wounding of three more, 
two of whom will probably die. Char- 
ley Coker and Ben Coker were killed 
and Dave Coker, Tom Coker and an- 
other Indian by the name of Coesee 
were wounded. 


The first fight took place at the 


home of Ben 'Coker and Charley Cok- 
er was killed. Sunday Dave Coker, 
father of the dead Indian together 
with Ben Coker and Coesee, set out 
to avenge his death. Finding Ben and 
Tom Coker a general battle began re- 
sulting in Ben Coker being killed by 
a shot "through the stomach, Dave 
Coker was shot through the arm and 
body, Tora Coker dangerously wound- 
ed and Coesee shot in the neck and 
throat. Dave and Tom are not ex- 
pected to survive. 


All parties to the affair were close- 


ly related. Liquor is thought to be 
the cause of the trouble.

FIRK DESTROYS AIRPLANE 


FACTORY IX GERMANY. 


Geneva, Switzerland. April 17.-— 


Enormous loss was caused by the 
fire which broke out Saturday in the 
zeppelin works at Manzel, near Freid- 
richshafen and destroyed the plant, 
which had been transformed for the 
manufacture of airplanes of the Go- 
tha type,, according to. reliable re- 
ports from Rorschach, on Lake Con- 
stance. 
Vast quantities of raw mate- 


rials were burned and It is reported 
at Constance that two large zeppelins 
and forty airplanes also were destroy- 
ed, comprising the whole fleet then 
at the plant. 


The number of victims was consid- 


erable, but as the military authori- 
ties are preventing anyone from ap- 
proaching the scene of the fire, the 
number of killed and injured could 
not be learned. 


The fire burned all day Sunday, 


according to two Swiss travelers who 
were in Friedrichshafen on Sunday.

20.—(Corres- 


pondence ot The Associated Press) — 
Liverpool, the second largest city in 
England, is leading the whole ctfun- 
try in solving the food shortage prob- 
lem. 
It has 
municipal 
kitchens 


which are models and work more ef- 
ficiently than those in any other part 
of the kingdom. It sets every other 
city in the country an example by 
maintaining a municipal potato peel- 
ing plant and cooking the potatoes 
for the bakers to mix with their flour. 


Its latest enterprise is supplying 


householders with boiling water for 
cooking and washing purposes and 
thereby causing a great saving in 
fuel. 


Liverpool's city fathers are very 


proud of their efforts to make their 
people the most comfortable in the 
country in these days of enforced 
economy. 
With a display of pride 


they gladly show visitors these new 
ways of meeting the food shortage. 
They take them along the streets 
where butcher's shops are shut for 
want of meat. 
A sign on the meat 


market reads, "Why buy meat from 
the butcher when you can get It ready 
cooked at the food depot?" The ar- 
gument is unanswerable particularly 
when there is no meat to buy at the 
butcher's. 


There are always municipal cook- 


shops whore a family of four might 
buy and take away a satisfying din- 
ner for 25 cents. Stewed steaks, po- 
tatoes and puddings are the principal 
articles. 


An enterprising city engineer has 


set up an engine which runs a mach- i 
ine that peels tons of potatoes in a 
few minutes, and also supplies steam 
to great cauldrons In which the po- 
tatoes are cooked. This enterprise 
supplies a clean and wholesome flour 
to the bakers which Is mixed with 


i wheat flour and helps to produce a 
delicious bread. 


j 
At the food depots a person can 


i buy for a cent a great bucket of boil- 
| ing water, and the population Is be- 


j ing encouraged to come for this boll- 


j ing water In order to save coal. In- 


I stead of buying coal to boil a kettle 
i for cocoa or tea people can get as 
' much water as they want for a cent. 


Those responsible for 
Liverpool's 


enterprise declare that results have 
already shown that a workman's fam- 
ily can live much better and more 
economically by buying Its meals at 
the food depots than by doing Us own 
cooking. 


The public was told that "not only is 
there no chance of the potato ration 
being increased, but we must think 
ourselves lucky if it is maintained at 
its present 
level." 
The 
Bavarian 


Minister said he hoped the bread ra- 
tion might not have to be reduced and 
that the meat ration may be kept at 
its present height, bu there was lit- 
tle confidence in the tone of this as- 
sertion. 


Special preparations of cereals, on 


which many hopes were based a few 
weeks ago were not yet on the mar- 
ket in any considerable 
quantities, 


and the public must wait for a daily 
ration of half a teacnpfuK 


Wholesale complaints of the qual- 


ity of food being supplied at the pub- 
lic kitchens throughout Germany ap- 
pear in the newspapers. The director 
of public kitchens, in reply to these 
attacks, issued the following state- 
ments: 


"With the continuance of the war, 


the quality ot the materials we re- 
ceive becomes ever poorer, an-d the 
choice more limited. 
We are com- 


pelled to take what is offered us or 
go without. Complaints of defective 
quality are simply ignored, and if we 
insist upon receiving a regular sup- 
ply we run the risk of being entirely 
cut off.-The fat quota allotted to us 
grows ever smaller, spices are now 
scarcely obtainable, and the substi- 
tute spices have a bad flavor. The 
vegetable supply is now limited to 
kohlrabi and turnips." 


•A pessimistic article on the potato 


situation by a member of the Prus- 
sian House of Deputies says that the 
acreage under potatoes has decreas- 
ed by one-fifth as compared with the 
peace-time figure. "Not only is the 
acreage less," he says, "but the de- 
mand is greater, and a crop double 
that of peace time would not fully 
suffice."

causes to the coal shortage, with its 
consequent suffering among domestic 
consumers and lessening In production 
ol commodities needed in our war ac- 
tivities, 


Tho Fuel Administration was not 


then in existence and did not begin its 
work until August "23. 
It was then al- j 


ready too late lo undo the harm which 
had been done. The Fuel Administra- 
tion would be negligent of its duty to 
the public If It failed to call attention 
kt this time to the unfortunate results 
of the mistaken course pursued by the 
public a year ago and to warn all con- 
sumers In the most emphatic manner 
possible that a repetition of those re- 
sults can be avoided only by accepting 
and acting Immediately upon tho Fuel 
Administration's advice, here given :

OSTEOPATHY GETS RESULTS, 


RESULTS TELL. 


DR. BEETS. 


Washington, April 17.—Congress 


will soon be faced with the necessity 
of providing millions of. dollars for 
the 1920 census. 


Just what inquiries will be made 


at every American home is the prob- 
lem now being worked out, before de- 
termining upon the. exact appropria- 
tion needed. Census Dirctor Rogers 
estimates that the total cost of the 
census, including the annual and oth- 
er inquires occurring during the de- 
cennial census period, if done in ac- 
cordance with plans the Census Bu- 
reau has formulated, will not exceed 
$20,000,000 to $22,000,000. The es- 
timated cost of taking the population 
census alone is $10,440,000. 


Besides 
considering population, 


the bureau's plans contemplate the 
usual elaborated Inquiries on manu- 
factures, agriculture, mines and quar- 
ries, annual special 
inquiries 
and 


other work. This includes vital sta- 
tistics, statistics of cities and states, 
tobacco, cotton and cottonseed'prod- 
ucts. Taken sollectively. Director Rog 
ers says that the estimated cost of 
various lines of work, would run, 
manumactures, mines and quarries, 
$2,593,000; agriculture $6,049,000; 
mostly for field work; population 
$10,440,000. The expenditures for 
the census of 1910 were about $15,- 
500,000. 
1 The Census Bureau 
Is receiving 


many suggestions, for extension of the 
usual field of nation-wide, enumera- 
tion. There has been a great demand 
to know.-f&e stock of hides, leather, 
and manufacture of saddles, shoes, 
boots, belting and leather goods and 
it was deemed essential to get at once 
the leather output, including wool 
drawn from the hides ot kids and 
stteep that goes into the manufacture 
of woolen goods. The Tanners Coun- 
cil, an organization of the tannery 
owners is getting that information 
now and furnishing it to the govern- 
ment at a cost of $30,000 to $50,000. 
They collect statistics of raw mater- 
ial, different kinds of leather, amount 
in stock as well as the cured or fin- 
ished product, but the Census Bureau 
proposes to ascertain more than that. 
The bureau wants to know the uses 
to which the raw material and manu- 
factured product are to be put, the 
stock on hand, consumption by the 
manufacturers and the prospect of 
having a supply for the* country's 
future needs, all of which delves into 
the field of shoes, boots, saddles, belt- 
ings, harness and many finished prod- 
ucts of value. The census will gath- 
er this information 
by mail arid 


through special agents. 


Despite .criticisms of belated cen- 


sus reports in past years, Director 
Rogers says the population of the 
United States could be ascertained 
and made public in less than six 
months, and likewise the number of 
farms, by counties and by states and 
that any other information on which 
the government wanted quick results 
could be sent out promptly. He says 
the Fuel Administration War Trade 
Board, Tariff Commission and Intern- 
al Revenue Bureau make daily use 
of the basic census facts. 


Before the House census commit- 


tee, which is about to frame the ne- 
cessary legislation, there has been 
considerable criticism of a limited 
provision proposed by the Census Bu- 
reau that "in no case shall informa- 
tion furnished under the authority 
of this act be used to the detriment 
of the person or persons to whom 
such information 
relates." Repre- 


sentative Miller, of Washington, con- 
tended that the information should 
be permitted such use as a court or 
governor might see fit, as it is not a 
judicial or Inquisitorial proceeding. 
Representative Houston, Tenn.. con- 
tends the clause is futile. 
Director Rogers thinks the individ- 


ual has the personal right to keep 
private information from other per- 
sons' that manufacturers, for in- 
stance, are willing to tell the census 
about their business for statistical 
purposes but do not want publicity 
of it and, If they knew it were to 
be published, they would not give 
the information at all or would do 
so under protest. Chairman Helm, of 
the committee, believes they do not 
want to give their 
trade 
secrets 


away. 
"An individual informs the census 


of his father, and mother, his age, 
and where he was born and where he 
lived at a certain time," explained 
Mr. Rogers. "Now in the selective 
draft he is questioned about his age, 
nationality, and identity. That man 
is to be prosecuted upon the state- 
ment he made to the census. I would 
refuse to give information to any one 
other than to the local constituted 
authority for the annoyance orprose- 
cution of that man. If the court were 
to issue an order that the state's in- 
terests are Involved and it is my duty 
to certify the record as it was giv- 
en at a particular time, I would do 
so. The same kind of a 
question
